ToBONTO, Dec. 3. — (Special) — The 
Mail's- Ottawa correBpondent says: 
is a good deal of speculation aa 
to tlie'bbjeist of the visit of Mr. Patter- 
eon, Lieutonant-Governor of Manitoba. 
Mr. Patterson, who has been a guest of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier for several days, goea 
to Quebec to-morrow with Mr. Tarte, 
and while there will be the gueat of 
Lieutenant-Governor Chapleau. That 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Manitoba 
came to Ottawa upon bnainess in con- 
nection with the Prairie province is well 
understood. He ia the ofHcial link be- 
tween the federal and provincial jjove;rn- 
meuts, and it ia believed tliafc amont; 
other things hie viait to Ottawa has to 
do with the eettlement of the claims that 
province has agaiast the Dominion. A 
sicinificant fact of the visit ia that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier's adminiatratiou is now 
treating with Greenwuy through an in- 
termediary, whereas until recently he 



was hand in . glove with the Manitoba 
premier. This is taken as an indication 
that relations between the two adminis- 
trations are somewhat strained. « 
. Mr. Green way has' been connting upon 
financial help, f rom..the 'Dominion i which 
the Maritime mernbers of the cabinet 
will not concede unleaa there ia a general 
deal. On the other hand the govern 
ment here is represented aa pressing for 
farther concessions to the Catholics 
which Mr. Gteenway promised in hie 
Montreal apeech that he would be ready 
to give. The belief is entertained in 
Ottawa that the government, urged on 
by Mr. Fitzpatrick, the solicitor general, 
haa propoBed a coinmiaBion to inquire 
into the whole question, and that Sir 
Joseph Chapleau will be asked to be 
chairman. Before Manitoba will con- 
sent to this practical reopening of the 
caae she will insiat that the financial 
position be put in the way of adjust- 
ment. 

WiNNiPUG, Dec. 3.— (Special)— All the 
miniatera of the Greenway cabinet deny 
any knowledge of the object of Llenten- 
ant Governor Patterson's visits to Lau- 
rier and Ohapleao. Attorney General 
Cameron being interviewed said : "There 
are no strained relations, and any nego- 
tiations that will take place will he car- 
ried on personally. Any intereat Lieu- 
tenant Governor Patterson takea is not 
aa an intermediary bat because of a laud- 
able desire to assist the province. There 
is nothing in the achoola commission ru- 
mor ao far as we know."

THE EUBBAN G0LUMI7. 

Heavy Punishment Inflicted on tlie Oppos- 
. ing Tribesmen. 

Si.«LA, Dec. 3. — Further dispatches 
from the front say that the Kurran col 
unin of the punitive forces of British 
troops, wbitjli met lierce resistance on 
its inarch into the Ghankanni country 
where thirty villages of the insurgents 
were burned, has continued its advance 
and inflicted heavy punishment on the 
enemy, who bad an almoet inaccessible 
position on tho heights, whii3h wore 
stormed in lino style by the C4hurkas, 
who captured the position at the point 
of the bayonet. Many of the tribesmen 
were killed, tho bodies being left where 
they fell. Of the British force Major 
.Sittark and two men were wounded and 
two privates wore killed. The Mahara 
jah, .Sir Pratabe Signhn, was shot in tho 
hand during the fight, but he said noth 
ing about it until questioned respecting 
the bandage around hia hand. This in 
cident ia regarded as typical of the spirit 
of the Indian princes. 

GENEBAL PANDO ALL BIGHT. 

He Has Not as, Reported Been Killed by 
Cuban Insurgents. 

Washington, Dec. 3.— Minister Dapuy 
de Lome has received a cable despatch 
from Dr. Congoati, the secretary-general 

of Cuba, statinj? that the reports of the 
deatli of General Pando, commander of 
the Spanish forces in the field, are false ; 
that General Pando is in excellent health 
and is striking some decisive blows. 

Information was received here to-day 
from Havana that the organ of tlie 
autonomist party, El Pais, had issued a 
circular declaring in behalf of the Cuban 
autonomists that they were satisfied 
with the plnnof autonomy now extended 
to Cuba. The statement closes with a 
patriotic appeal to the men in arms to 
return to the peaceful homes of their 
regenerated fortunes. 

LACROSSE MEN ACQUITTED. 

Justice lUcDIalion Tiirows Out tlie Ottawa 
Conspiracy Case. 

Ottawa, Dec. 3. — (Special) — Justice 
MacMahoii would not allow the Capital 
Lacroaao Club conajMracy case to go to 
the jury, but after the crown's evidence 
was in bo stopped the case and ordered 
tho acquittal of the three prisoners, who 
were charged with paying players to 
throw the game with Toronto on DomiU' 
ion day. 

A Speaker Called Down. 
Munich, Dec. 3. — During an alterca- 
tion in the chamber here to-day be- 
tween Ileim, Centrist, and Herr Cassel- 
mann, Liberal, the president of the 
bouse was twice compelled to call the 
latter to order. Thereupon Herr Caa- 
aelmann appealed to the house, which 
decided that the president's action was 
not warranted, the centrists voting in 
tho majority. The president then ten» 
tiered his rt^aignation, ■ which created 
<liiite a BunsiUion.

Patterson of Manitoba, Mr. Tarte and 
Chevalier Drolet left for Quebec to-day 
to see Lieut. -Governor Chapleau. It is 
reported here that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
has roped in Mr, Patterson to iullueuce 
Sir Joseph Chapleau, whose time as gov- 
ernor ia nearly up, to go on a royal com- 
mission to investigate the Manitoba 
school question. The non-acceptance 
by the Catholics of the Laurior-Green- 
way settlement has caused great disap- 
pointment to the Eovernment, nnd it is 
stated that his Holiness has been in- 
duced to withhold an encyclical based on 
Mgr. Merry del Val's report on the 
assurance that the Canadian government 
will do eomotbiug. 

Eegular courses for instruction in equi- 
tation are to be given in connection with 
the Eoyal Canadian Dragoons. The 
courses are not to exceed 28 daya in 
length. 

The minister of militia and General 
Gascoigne were in conference to-day on 
tho subject of medals for veterans, and 
eventually it was decided to recommend 
to the home government a liberal d|B> ^ 
tribution, so that every man called out 
for service dniring; the fenian raids, , 
whether - be went to the front or not, 
will receive the Imperial recognition. 

It1a pointed out that the fact of a man 
being moved with his regiment thirty or 
forty miles away from home was a for- 
tune of war, and that the men actually 
under arms at home were rendering 
equal service to their country. This 
view strongly impressed itself upon the 
minister, who stated that all who bore 
arms will get the decoration. 

Tea importers saw Mr. Paterson to- 
day, and reported that the government 
test for tea is too high; with .the result ' 
lhat inferior tea ia often incdrreotly said 
to be adulterated. 

Instructions were issued to-day that 
none other than government ariuoUrera 
must repair Lee-£nfield riflea when in- 
jured. 

MANITOBA AND NOBTHWEST. 

Victorians Going East With Hudson's Bay 
Commissioner— Fatal Accidents— Con- 
servatives Organizing.' 



■Winnipeg, Dec. 3.— (Special)— At an 
organization meeting of theLiberal-Cou- 
servative of Birtle constituency a dis- 
trict association has been formed and a 
public meeting held at which apeechea 
were delivered by Hon. Hugh John Mac- 
donald and Dr. Roche, M.P. The meet- 
ing was well attended, many coming a 
long distnnce to hear the leader of the 
opposition, who created a very favorable 
impression. An address was also pre- 
sented to Hon. Mr. Macdonald by the 
Birtle association, very complimentary 
'u its character and offering him nomina- 
tion for tho constituency. 

Goiiiniissioner Chipman, of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, has left for Mont- 
real accompanied by Mr, Hall, inspector 
of posts and stores on the Pacific coasts 
nd Mr. liosa Eckardt, of Victoria. On 
lis return the Commissioner expects to 
he able to announce the policy of the 
company in respect to trade in the 
Yukon. 

Two fatal accidents are reported to- 
night. A. Guerney, an Englishman, 
was crushed to death at Kemnay while 
movini; a achool building; and brake- 
man Wintemuto was killed at Bennie 
while switching cars.

A Military Court at Prague About 
ti--'v to Provide Him-JjWlth . 
Several Subj-cts. 



TEliousanda of Youths Join in the 
Kiots and Are Dispersed 
by the Troops. 



TERRIBLE EXPERIENCEv 



Praguk, Dec, 3.— At Piliwn yesterday 
afternoon the troops were called upon to 
disperse a rioting mob ot eever thouBand 
youths. Some of the litter were wound- 
ed and many arrests have been made. 
The troops wera afterward recalled. 
Owing to an attempt to wreck the 
Bohemian sciiools at Badenhock, mili- 
tary aBsistance has been called for to 
quell the disturbance. At Beraum the 
windows of houaea occupied by Germane 
and military ollicers were broken into 
yesterday afternoon, and the troops Bub- 
eequently occupied the atreeta and dia- 
peraed the moos. Although the atreeta 
are etill patrolled by the military, buai- 
neaa ia being gradually reanmed. 

A militiary court haa been establiabed 
at the courtbonae and the local bang- 
man, hi8>aBietanta and a priest will re- 
main until farther orders, in order to be 
ready to carry out death sentences, said 
to be necessary. The troops here now 
number 20 battaliona of infantry and 
two squadrons of artillery. Serious ex- 
cessea are reported to have been com- 
mitted at KoenipKratz, where the Fraen- 
kel house haa been partly demollahed. 
Troops have been dispatched there. 

Reports from various places in Bo- 
hemia tell of disturbances during the 
last five days. The honaes of Germans 
and Jews have been attacked by Czechs. 
"The Germans of Badenboch made re- 
prisals in the neighboring Bohemian 
village of Kroziitz, where a school, two 
inns and a eliop were attacked, and a 
number of people injured despite the in- 
tervention of the police and burgomaster. 
The Germans also fomented riots at 
Gablonz, stoning a Bohemian school. 
It was necessary to call out the troopa to 
quell the disturbance.

BAILWAY SAFETY APPLIANCES. 

Extension of Time for Their Adoption Likely 
to Be Granted. 

Washington, Dec. 8.— The hearing 
given by the interstate commission on 

the question of extending the time 
within which the railways may comply 
with the provisions of tho car-coupler 
and train brake act was concluded to- 
day at noon. The commission intenda 
to take aome supplemental testimony 
under oath before coming to a decision. 
There aeema to be no doubt whatever 
that the extension will be granted, the 
hearing having demonatrated that any 
discrimination would fall as heavily on 
roads which have complied with the law 
as on those which have thus far disre- 
garded it. Three years is generally be- 
ueved to be the maximum extension 
which the commission will grant. . 

BAGS AGAINST FBUST KING. 

High Rates lor Carriage of Grain Tempt 
Vessels to Risk the Ice. « 

Chicago, Dec. 8. — Grain rates from 
Dnluth and Fort William have reached 
such tempting figures that veaeel-owners 
are taking all kinds of chances to gather 
in the end' of the aeason'a harveat. P 
D. Armour has enormous stocks for ship 
ment to New York, and the fight against 
the ice will be carried to the limit. Ice 
ia forming rapidly in the Soo river, and 
there is talk of a concentrated movement 
of vessel-owners to hire an ice-cruaher to 
keep the channel clear. Tliirty-eeven 
vesaela were put into load at Daluthand 
Fort William, and four (ieuta was paid in 
Duluth. It is more than likely that a 
number ol crafi will be forced t« winter 
at Fort William, and extraordinary 
efforts will be made to get the Duluth 
fleet through. 



TOBPEEiO BOATS FOR EUSSIA. 

Older Placed in England for the Fastest 
Craft In the World. 

WABBiKGtoN, Dep. 3.— The navy de- 
partment has received information that 

RuBsia ia about to become possessed of 
three new torpedo boats which will bo 
easily the fastest war craft in the world, 
being capable of the enormous apeed of 
3S knots an hour with every possibility 
of making 40 knots when pressed. This 
apeed demands greater power than can 
be Bupplied by ordinary ateam engines, 
so the boata will be driven by ateam tur- 
bines having four separate shafts with 
three screw propellers on eacli abaft. 
The contract for the boats haa already 
been placed with an Eugliah firm. The 
high speed requirement is based on the 
wonderful performance of the Little 
Turbina, which runs at therateoi nearly 
40 miles an hour. 

EASY GENEBOSITY. 

A New Jersey Mayor Who Blade Cbristmas 
Presents With Other Folks' Money. 

Tjuinion, N. J., Dec. 3. — Some inter- 
esting testimony developed to-day in 
the suit brought by receiver John T. 
Bird, of the Trenton Rubber Co., against 
ex-Mayor Frank A. MacGowan for over 
drawing his accounts $270,000 while 
president of the company, and agaicpt 
the directors for negligence. Geo. P. 
Wallingtoa identified a large number of 
the checks given for MacGowan's per- 
sonal indebtedness, which included 
hotel bills, hat bills, turkeys, etc. Mac- 
Gowan was in the habit of buying a 
large number of turkeys at Christmaa 
time and making presents of them 
There was a check for $100 given to a 
newspaper man who admitted having 
Written nearly all of MacGowan's 
political speechea. 

THE WIRE TRUST. 

With Fifty Millions Capital It Will Control 
the Industry In the United States. 

PiTTSBDUG, Dec. 3.— The Leader pub- 
liahes to-day the details of the proposed 
wire trust. The facta are gathered, it is 
claimed, from an authoritative source 
and vouched for by parties who are in 
terested in the deal. The combination 
will have a capital of $50,00,0000 and is 
backed by Pierrepont Morgan c*c Co. of 
New York. It will take in every wire, 
wire rod and wire nail plant in the United 
States, and besides these two blast fur 
naces, one of which haa its own ore aup' 
ply, and three steel plants will be in- 
cluded in the deal. 



FREIGrHT CONCESSIONS. 

A C. p. R. Announcement Welcome to 
Holders of Blanitpba Wheat. 

Montreal, Dec. 3.— (Special)— Tho C. 
P. R. has decided upon a step of great 
importance to the export trade. Freight 
rates have been reduced from 28 to 20 
centa-^per 'hundriad' pounds from Fort 
William to Montreal, and at other points 
East on the system where the rate here- 
tofore had been 28 cents. . -This reduction 
will enable the farmers to sell wheat lor 
shipment to St. John, instead of being 
obliged to pay elevator charges for stor- 
age throushout the winter, and will en- 
able Canadian millera tc compete with 
United States niillera for European, 
Britiah and West India trade on more 
equal terms.

Chief Justice Mere- 
dith, waa passing the deatfi sentence 
here on the lad Allison, found guilty of 
murdering Mrs. Orr. Allison ia only 17 
yeara of age, and the evidence waa purely 
circumatantial. The jury recommended 

Eriaoner to mercy. He waa sentenced to 
e hanced on February 4. 




TWO SMITHS SHOT DEAD. 

They Rashly Drow Their Guns Upon a 
More Expert Enemy. 

Nasiivili.k, Ark., Dec. .S. — Dr. Smith 
met hia old-timed enemy, Mr. W. W. 
Milwee, one of the richest men in Hora- 
tio, in front of the Locke hotel, Horatio, 
yesterday. Both men promptly drew 
their weapons and opened fire almost 
Bimultaneonsly. Several shots wore ex- 
changed. Smith received a wound in 
tho left arm at Milweo'a first lire hut 
continued tho battle and only uavu up 
when he sank to tho ground with a bul- 
let through Ilia heart. J. J. Smith came 
to hia broth's fiseiatance just as the fatal 
bullet was fired and drew hia own pistol 
to fire on Milwee.

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, A LOST PBOSPECTOR. 

Ten months Absent and Thousht to Have 
J Been Slain by Hostile Indians. 

VANCorrvEU, Dec. 3.— E. P. Hibst, a 
•well known hunter and trapper, started 
up the Homalko river on a hunting and 
prospectinfr trip last February, intending 
to return to Bute Inlet, ia Jnm. Since 
ihia departure no word baa been received 
of him, though some Indians have found 
£, cabin built by him and also a portion 
of hie outfit. The Indians are naturally 
antagonistic to white men encroaching 
•on their hunting and trapping grounds, 
:and this has given rise to auapiciona that 
he has met with foul play. Mr, A. G. 
Bernhardt, of 716 Richards street, • in a 
iletter to the Newa-Advertiser, atates 
that Hibet was a man well used 
;to the woods and an excellent 
'Bwimmer. He was leas than 120 pouncle 
^in weight, end waa known as "Shorty." 
He had plenty of provisions, which were 
■left at the canyon the winter before by 
Vancouver partiea, who were re-locatinj; 
the claims that Stanley Smith lost his 
life over. Five of the Homalko Indiana 
went up the river this autumn to hunt 
and found his cabin with some of bin 
blankets, a small amount of provisions 
and the following note on the wall of 
the cabin : 

"Thia Bliack waa built by 'Shorty.' 
(Signed) E. P. Hibst," and underneath: 
" Leave for Inlet, June 4th." 

Aboat tbrae-qnartera of a mile above 
this cabin was found his rifle, 38-65 cal., 
hia hunting knife and belt, shirt and 
match-box. These things were on a 
sand bar about 200 or 300 yards from the 
river, thia bar evidently being an ialand 
when the river ia high. The rifle and 
tliinga were tied with twigs to a small 
tree. 

Meaars. Graham, J. Ingalls and AV. 
Hartrum went up the river to search for 
the body, but without success. Some of 
the settlers believe that the Indiana ap- 
propriated the most of his articles and 
his furs, as no trace of them could be 
found, though it is known that he had 
cooking utensilsi clothes, blankets, 
plenty of cartridges with re»loading 
tools, one bear-trap and some email 
traps. 

Thia matter, it is said, was reported to 
the government by Mr. Ed. Blanchlield, 
- storekeeper at Bute Inlet, and attention 
waa also called to it by Mr. M. Manson, 
J.P., Oortez island. 

Hibst waa owner of a sloop named 
Lily, registered in Vancouver and num- 
bered 47. This sloop ia held by the In- 
diana, he having made an agreement 
with them to have the use of her if they 
would go up the river in June to bring 
him and hia outfit to the head of the in- 
let in canoes. Thia they never did, and 
they refuae to give up the sloop to 
"Shorty's" partner. From his personal 
eflects left at Bute inlet it has been 
ascertained that he haa a slater living 
somewhere in the East.

Nanaimo, Dec. 2,— Andrew Stewart, of 
Wellington, waa killed last evening by a 
fall of coal in No. 6 ahaft. Tbe deceased 
waa 22 yeara of age. He was a aon of 
the late J. G. Stewart, and his mother 
resides at Wellington. His brother, John 
Stewart, well known in this city, is at 
the Klondyke, being among thoao who 
left by the Islander on the 29th July 
last. Mr. A. Dick, inspector of mines, 
went out this morning to the place of 
the accident. He states that the de 
ceased had been engaged by the miners 
who have a contract getting oat pillars 
in No. 6 abaft to load coal, drive the 
mule, etc. The hauling is done by a mule. 
Stewart started out with a run, and 
when part of the way out found he did 
not have oil enough in hia lamp for the 
trip. He left the mule standing on the 
track and returned to the "pillar" to 
fill hia lamp. He waa in the act of 
emptying the oil from the bottle, making 
the remark : " Boys, the oil is scarce to- 
day," when a large piece of coal alipped 
from the pillar, falling on 'Stewart and 
causing his death. 

The" Nanaimo Gospel Mission, " open- 
ed by Messrs. J. Snyder and R. Camp- 
bell (late of Seattle) at the city hall has 
been abandoned. After about two week's 
close attention, to buainess and a total 
failure to secure an audience the leaders 
became discouraged and have given Qp 
thepremiaea.

They atated on their ar- 
rival that tbey were not uader the au- 
spicea of any chnroh or other religious 
organization. Apparently they were in 
the work for what could be made out of 
it. 

A report was in circulation to the ef- 
fect that the ministers of this city had 
refused to ofhciate at the burial of the 
late Lucy Griffiths, an unfortunate wo- 
man. The burial services were conduct- 
ed by the Salvation Army. The city 
clergymen, however, have each in turn 
stated that they had not been directly or 
indirectly asked to ofhciate at the funer- 
al and would certainly have officiated, as 
it was their duty, aaChriatian miniatera, 
to do so.

FROM THE CAPE TU CAIRO. 



Not much attention has been paid ia 
this country to Cecil Rhodes' great rai 
way project, but it la one that ranks first 
among all each enterprUea. The Am 
ertcan transcontinental roads were etu 
pendoua enterprises, but they were 
through country in the peaceful poBses 
aion of the governmenta which granted 
the franchieea. The Siberian railway ia 
a etupendoua work; but it is all within 
the deminions of the Czar. The enter 
ptiae with which the name of Cecil 
Bhodea IB connected ia tbrotagh a. region 
inbal)ited by a vast population, under 
many different rulers, a population that 
is not expected to disappear before the 
advance of civilization, but to gradually 
adapt iteelf to the new conditions that 
will be forced upoa it, and become valu 
able customera for Europe, and eapeoL 
ally for Great Britain. Herein Africa 
eeema destined to have a very different 
history to that of America. In this con 
tinent the native races disappeared be 
fore the resistlesa advance of the white 
man; in Africa, there seems to be a 
likelihood that the two will exist side by 
eide, and after a very abort time on the 
moat friendly relations. As ia the case 
with nearly all races in a low atage of 
civilization, most of the African tribes 
have n tradition of future greatneas, 
TliB African tradition ia that there ia to 
come a time when tlje black race will 
take a foremost poaitiou in the world 
Be this aa it may, we have abundant 
proof that the African ia capable of high 
civilization. Cecil Rhodes, by his great 
railway enterprise, will do very much to 
promote thia result. 

His plan in its entirety is the estab 
lishmeat of what ia called an overland 
route irom the Gape of Good , Hope to 
the mouth of the Nile. The d istance by 
the x&ost direct route possible is 4,500 
miles ; but it is probable that the actual 
distance will be nearer 5,500 miles 
From the Cape to Lake Tanganyika the 
distance in a straigiit line ia 2000 miles, 
This will bo covered by railway, and the 
line ia now open to Bulawayo, a distance 
of 1,460 mllea. Thence the route will be 
for the moat part by water by way of 
Tanganyika, the Albert Nyaaaa and the 
Victoria Nyaaaa into the Nile. Tlie 
Nile will be utilized as far aa Berber, 
where a railway will continue tlie traiia- 
portation facilities as far as the First 
Cataract. There water transportation 
-will bo resamed. Tbia ia the general 
plan, though it is likely to be modified, 
and probably as businesa derelopes it 
may be found advisable to substitute 
railways for water travel along portioua 
of tlio Nile. A telegraph lino is being 
strung on the proposed route, and Mr, 
Ehodea expects to have it iiniehcd at an 
early day. There appears to be any 
amount of money behind hira. The 
scheme is calculated to appeal to the 
imagination, and imagination ia a potent 
factor in attracting investments, lie 
eaya that by the flrat of April lie will 
have telegraphic commuaication between 
the pape and Lake Tanganyilca, 

'The whole region just mentioned is 
British territory. North of it lies the do- 
main of the CouRO Free State, and Mr. 
Ehodes has a right of way acrosa it. 
North of the Congo Free Stiito ooinea the 
region over which the Khalifa, whom 
people will inaiat in calling the Muhdi, 
holda sway. Needleaa to aay, Mr. 
'Blj\'qdeB,baa not yet obtained any con- 
c^aaiouB from him; bat that he will be 
etopped by thia potentate ia not likely. 
Before he built his railway acroaa 
Metabelolaud ho had to thrash tlie na- 
tives of that country. He will be pre- 
pared by and bye to fall upon the 



Khalifa from the rear while the Anglo- 
Egyptian forces smash him in the front. 
Bhodes ia the sort of man who gets 
what he starts after. Soihe yeara ago 
one of the London papera had a cartoon 
'entitled the '* New Colosaue," which re- 
presented Rhodes as bestriding the 
whole of Africa. Things are beginning 
to look aa if the artidt had' a. v touch of 
prophecy. ■• 

TEE AVSTRO-HUNGARIAN 

MONARCHY. 

The attention of the world is now fixed 
on Austria, where events are tranapiriDg 
of very grave importance. It la riaky to 
asaume the role of prophet in regard to 
events in Europe, but it ia worthy of re- 
mark that Bo keen an obaerver aa M. de 
Blowitz, Paris correspondent of theLon- 
douTimea, some time ago staked his re- 
putation for political perspicacity upon 
the prediction tliat there would bo peace 
in Europe until the diverse elementi 
forming the population of the Auatro- 
Hungarian monarchy engaged in atrifo. 
lie did not anticipate auoh an event until 
the death of Franz Josef, the Emperor; 
but judging from preaent appearances, a 
climax Bcema to liavo been reached 
already. It ia worth while, therefore, to 
familiarize ouraelvea a little with the 
history and condition of Austria. 

The Duchy of Anatria was founded in 
L156, or ninety yeara after William the 
Norman lauded in England. It was 
erected out of the feudal estate of the 
Babenberga, one of the princely houses 
wliich flourished in Central Europe as 
early aa A.D. 900. In 1273, Rudolf, 
Count of Hapsburg, caused himself to 
be proclaimed Emperor of Germany and 
signalized his accession to imperial hon- 
ors by conquering Austria. A few years 
later he conferred his newly acquired 
territory upon his sons, and their de- 
scendants have worn the crown until 
tbia day. It ia 712 yeara aince the first 
Hapsburg occupied the throne of Aus- 
tria. Strengthened by the fact that the 
imperial throne was held by a relative, 
the dukes of Austria were very aggres- 
sive and greatly extended their do- 
mains. In 1526 Bohemia was added to 
the duchy and in the same year a Haps- 
btirg ascended the throne of Hungary. 

Hungary first makes' ita appearance in 
historical records about the year ssi-'), 
when tho Magyars overran the country 
which they now occupy. Nothing ia 
now known of these people, except thai 
they came from somewhere in the Eaat. 
The Hungarian kingdom was established 
about A.D. 1,000. During the next four 
centuries it advanced rapidly to a com- 
manding position and greatly extended 
its territories at the expense of the 
neighboring Slavic peoples. Early in 
the fifth century the Turks invaded 
Hungary and prolonged hostilities fol- 
lowed, but the Turks effected a lodg- 
ment. At the close of the fifteenth cen- 
tury Bohemia and Hungary were united 
under one sovereign, but not very many 
years later the Turks overthrew the 
combined forces of the two kingdoms 
and became rulers of the greater part of 
the territory of the latter. It was at this 
jancturetbat'the crown passed into the 
bands of the Hapsburgs. For u])- 
warda of 100 years thia con- 
dition of afTaira continued, and there was 
every danger that Central Europe would 
paas under the absolute dominion of the 
Turk, which would have completely 
changed the history of mankind. Hap- 
pily for Earope there came to the throne 
of Poland in 1674 a soldier of command- 
ing talent in the person of John Zob- 
ieski. He marched an army of 20,000 
splendid fighting men to the relief of 
Vienna, which was threatened by the 
Turks, and in the battle which ensued 
gained a signal victory. Zobieaki was un- 
doubtedly tho saviour of Central Europe 
from the Turk, and it is to the lasting 
disgrace of the continental powers that 
the nation, of which he was king, was 
extiaguiahed. Had Poland been main- 
tained aa an independent nation the 
history of Europe would not have been 
BO reddened with blood, and the armed 
peace, which has burdened the people 
for the last quarter of a century, would 
not have been necessary. Russia v/ould 
then never have extended west of the 
Dnelper and the ]']aatorn question would 
not have urieon. 

Between 1018, when tlio thirty yeara 
war began; until Waterloo, the history 
of Austria and Hungary is made up of 
an almost contlnaoua succeaaion of wara. 
On the whole the record is favorable to 
Austria, and in 1801 tlie Emperor of 
Germany assumed tho title of Emjioror 
of Austria, renouncing hia former title 
two yeara later. Tiie Germanic confed- 
eration continued with Austria at its 
head, In 186C occurred the war witli 
Prussia, at the oxpiration of wbioh Aus- 
tria retired from the federation, and the 
exiating Auatro-Hungarian monarchy 
was established. 

Tho empire thus erected contains 2f0,- 
012 square milea, and ita populatioii ia 
above forty millions. The inhabitants 
represent many races, being divided 
about as follows: Blava, one-half ; Ger- 
mans, one-fourth; Magyars, about cne- 
si.xth; Romans, one-fifteenth, and the 
remainder Jews, Armenians, Bulgarians, 
Gipsies and othora. No country in 
Europe, and probably none in tho world, 
composed of such a heterogeneoas 
combination of native races. The Slavs 
are the great race which peopled the Old 
World from Kamacbatka to the Adriatic, 
Tlioy are known by difTerent names in 
different places. Thoae who live in 
Southern Austria call themselves by the 
original name; those who inhabit 



Bohemia call' themselves Czechs. We 
were told a few daya ago of riota between 
the Slavs and the Czechs, and we thus 
see that thia ia not a racial strife, but 
one between members of the same 
family. : , . , 
'■ sro'afgnmentia'nece^ 
difBiiiilt must be the tSsk of preservi^^ 
harmony between the diverse elements 
wh'ch make up the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy. There are sectional preju- 
dices to divide them. There are racial 
differences to embitter them. There are 
the memory' of past atrugglea to excite 
them. Indeed there seema to be only 
one bond between them, and tbafc ia the 
Hapsburg dynasty. Wein A^inerica can- 
not appreciate what this signifies; but 
it may help ua to form aoine conception 
of it to remember that for nearly a thou- 
sand j'eara tho various peoples in thia 
part of Europe have looked to the Haps- 
burg family aa their rulera, and. that tbo 
whole political and aocial organization 
turns upon this, as upon a pivot. 



A. I'EW days ago in San Francisco a 
luau, who had been tried for dangaroualy 
wounding another with a knile and sen- 
tenced to a short term in prison, got in- 
to an altercation in a saloon with an- 
other man. After a few words had 
passed, he whipped out bis knife and ex- 
claiming with much profanity that he 
cared nothing for the law or the courte, 
proceeded to cut hia victim into pieces. 
A friend of the latter rtished to bia de- 
fence, but not in time to prevent his 
murder, and received from the villain's 
knife an extreiiiely aerions wound. Then 
the knife-wielder went to another sa- 
loon, where he boasted tlin.1 he had just 
killed two men, and repeated his defi- 
ance of the law. A girl who was pre- 
sent ran out and notified the ofiicera and 
the fellow waa arrested. After his arrest 
he continued to make light of the law, 
referring to hia previous sentence and to 
the delays which attend the administra- 
tion of justice in California. Hia case is 
perhaps an exceptional one, in that he 
boasted of his indifiereuce; but ho 
is the natural product of the 
syatem which he despised. The inci- 
dent haa a lesson for British Columbia, 
where recently one or two things have 
occurred that resemble eerious miscar- 
riKges of justice. It ia right that justice 
should be tempered with mercy, but 
mercy ia not ao much the prerogative of 
the courts as of the crown. Sentences 
ahould in aome meaaare fit the crime, 
and it ought to be kept in mind that it 
is the ofTence against societyratber than 
against the individual with which the 
law concerns itself. It may bo a very 
proper thing that a man should aufler 
death as the only punishment for some 
wrong that he haa done against another, 
and yet that wrong may be of a nature 
that the law cannot recognize. But 
grievous aa wrongs of this nature are, 
and everyone knows to what we refer, it 
is intolerable that anyone should be al- 
lowed^ to wreak his private vengeance 
upon another. If judges are influenced 
by sentimental conaiderationa, if juries 
let their feelings ran away with them, if 
magistrates and others charged with in- 
vestigation into supposed crimes are lax 
in the discharge of their duties, the law 
will speedily be brought into contempt. 
It is by things like this that such crimi- 
nals as the San Francisco murderer 
above referred to are developed. 



Recent despatches say that Russia 
views the action ot Germany in taking 
possession of Kaio Chau with a great 
deal of concern and believes that an ar- 
rangement can be made with France to 
oppose it. There ia also a report that 
Russia, Germany andFrance have agreed 
upon a partition of China, which Great 
Britain and Japan will oppose. All 
these things are intereatijig only as paaa- 
ing matters of iiiternationnl goaaip. The 
truth probably is that not even thoae 
who are reaponaible for the final deci- 
aion know what they are going to do. 

Tiiic Poat-Intelligencer haa discovered 
that steamers cannot go up the Btickeen 
river without extensive dredging being 
done at the month. Will our con- 
temporary kindly take the world auffi- 
ciently into ita confidence to tell it how 
the steamers got up tho river last 
year? It will interest tho iCamloopa 
Sentinel to know tliat tliis statement of 
tho Seattle paper is made upon its auth- 
ority. It has come to a pretty pass 
when a Britiah Oolumbia paper ranks 
itself with the enemies of British Col- 
umbia trade. 



What ia the uae of the Inland Senti 
nel working itself up into byeterica over 
the alleged attitude of the OoLomsr in 
regard to a road of some kind north 
from Kamlcopa? The Oolokibt ia not 
opposing such a road. It ia simply 
warning the people of Knmloopa against 
allowing themselves to bo led away on a 
rainbow chase. If a locality wants an 
expenditure of public money, it ought to 
ask for something that can be given and 
not for an impossibility. " 

The Toronto Globe seems to tliink 
that the rivalry between the Canadian 
Pacific and the Great Northern will 
afford British Colombia' all the' railway 

accommodation needed. What the 
Globo does not know of tho necepsities 
of thia province in the tranaportaticn 
line would fill many columns.

The quartette of youthful pirates of 
the sloop Swan will spend quite a term 
aahore and have a chance to repent of 
their crimes, for yesterday two of their 
number were sentenced to two months 
in jail, and two to one month. The four 
lada— John Donaldson, Vivian Medina, 
Corneliua Roscamp, and Nathaniel Mc- 
Dowell—were brought before the Chief 
Justice in the afternoon to elect whether 
they would take a speedy trial or wait 
for the assizes. Several of the parents 
and relatives were present in the court 
room, and beaidea these were the other 
five boya of the bold buccaneers, appar- 
ontly feeling unhappy in having to 
attend. 

The four young prisoners stood up in 
a row, and Mr. J, H, Lawson, who ap- 
peared for McDov.-ell, and Mr, E. E, 
Wootton who defended the other three 
lads, said that the boya wished to take a 
speedy trial and would plead guilty to 
receiving stolen property — the sail taken 
from Oaptain Babbington's loft.- 

The Chief Justice, in admonishing the 
young prisoners, aaid he was very sorry 
to see hula of their age and respectable 
appearance guilty of such an ofTence. 
They did not look like thieves nor likely 
to grow up thieves, but they wore fol- 
lowing a very bad path, and it was com- 
petent to the court to put them in prison 
for a long time. However, as each had 
acknowledged hia guilt, tiie court bear- 
ing in mind that perhaps they did not 
realize the heinous thing they wore do- 
ing when they took uoaaeaaion of the 
stolen property, would warn them, liow- 
ever, that if they ever came before him 
again they would meet with no auch 
consideration. The court would be 
lenient, more on account of the 

Earents than the boya themselves; 
ut ho hoped that the boya 
would take his warning, reform and 
grow up useful members of society. 
There was plenty of houost work to be 
bad, and especially now that times were 
brightening up, and instead of becoming 
Dick; Turpins or young pirates they 
should learn to work, so that instead of 
being a source of grief and disgrace they 
should be a credit to their parenta. He 
would aentence them to the juvenile 
reformatory for a month, 

Corneliua Roskamp and Vivian Med- 
ian then elected to bo tried speedily on 
the charge of breaking into Mrs. Mof- 
fat's residence and stealing aome lan- 
terna and a piece of linoleum. They 
pleaded guilty without further ado. 

Chief of Police Sheppard by permis- 
aion addressed the court pointing out 
that it was not BO much the value of the 
property taken that prompted the prose- 
cution as the necessity of putting 
down the depredations of youths 
on unoccupied houses. Thousands 
of dollars' worth of property were de- 
stroyed by boya breaking windows and 
lioina other damage. The police were 
hiiiiilicapped too by parenta allowing 
thuir children to run on the streets at 
night. If the Court would look at the 
depositions it would be seen that some 
of these boys had been allowed not only 



to run loose late at night, but in some 
instances to stay out all night. 

The Chief Justice remarked that after 
hearing what the Chief of Police had to 
say, he waa not at all sure that the par- 
enta deserved the consideration the 
Court had just expreased for them. It 
might bo hard for parents to place their 
children under discipline, but unless 
they did so the results were apt to be 
bad. Roskamp and Medina had gone a 
step further than the others. It 
was not so much the value 
of the articles taken that must 
be regarded na the leaving the 
place open for others to break into. One 
could not help seeing that whenever a 
house was left vacant for some tin:a the 
windows were emasbed and other de- 
struction done by young scamps. If this 
went on it would have to be dealt with 
vigorously. Perhaps a whipping would 
be better for juvenile offenders, but thia 
time he would order that the two bova 
bo imprisoned for a month. 

As there is no juvenile reformatory 
here, the Chief Justice thought that the 
boya ahould be kept aeparata from the 
other prisoners at the provincial jail. 

It may be mentioned that the Chief 
Justice made his remarks for the benefit 
of the five other lads as well aa the priE- 
onera.

The new liqui- 
dator ia John McKane of Roealand, sec- 
r^ry of the board of trade. The state- 
liient: made on behalf of the brewing 
<i()'rijpany waa that its asseta were in 
round numbers about ^90,000, and that 
Its liabilities were between $50,000 and 
$66,900. The basinees of the company 
irili be carried on by the liquidator with- 
out any shut down. 

Mr. J. Quinn, of • the ' New Westmin- 
ster & Burrard Inlet Telephone Oom- 
pauy, has now made a thorough canvasB 
of Fort Steele in preparation for the in- 
troduction of a telephone system. He 
^as been promised busineaa enough to 
double the capacity of the plant now be- 
ing forwarded for instalment. Prepara- 
tions will be made to greatly increase 
the Borvice in the spring, and extend the 
syBtem to Moyie lake, up the St. Mark's 
river to the North Star and Sullivan 
mines, up Wild Horse creek to Waaa, 
and probablyto Wardherand intermedi- 
ate points. 

Judge Forin has granted Peter Costello 
a change of venue from Rossland t^o Nel- 
son for the trial of the action brought by 
Edward Oronyn against Oostello for 
datoMies in connection with tlie Oostello 
asBanit case. Judge Forin ordered Cos- 
tello to pay $50 to Oronyn as an ofl'se t to 
the additional expense which the change 
of venue would entail. 

The snow fall at Chilliwack on Jlon- 
day morning was followed by one of the 
heaviest and moat destructive ice storms 
ever known in this locality.

Orchards 
have been considerably injured in some 
parts of the Fraser valley.

The search 
has been abandoned and tbe body will 
hardly be found until next spring. 

The business men of Rossland are cir- 
culating a re((uisition calling upon James 
Martin to ofler himself as a cannidate 
for mayor. If a 'sufficient number sign 
it is thought that Martin will accept, al- 
though he has heretofore declined, 

Bequiaitiona are being circulated in 
Ohilcotin and other parts of the Cariboo

Kincbant of Vancouver, who was a can- 
didate at the general election in 1801, to 
again contest the district.

DcBerved Tribute, to the ' Hitlrlog Offlcial 
and Cordial isreetlng to His Sneeessor. 

(From the Vancouver World.) ■ 

With the retirement of Hon. Edgar 
Dewdney from Carey Caatle a most popu- 
lar and excellent gentleman is once more 
in private life. He is (i'i years of age and 
a native of Devonshire. lie came to Brit- 
ish Columbia in 1850 and sat for Koote- 
nay in the Legislative AsBOuibly from 
1868-00 and in the Commons from 1872 
until 1879, when he was appointed Indian 
Commissioner. He was Lieut. -Governor 
of the Northwest Territories 1881-1887, 
and Eat for East Aasiniboia in parliament 
1888-1892. He waa aworn cf the Privy 
Council and waa Minister of the Interior 
and ex-offlcio Superintendent-General of 
Indian Affairs, 1888-1892, when he was 
appointed to the governorship of British 
Columbia. It will thus be seen that 
Mr. Dewdney has been identified in an 
eminent degree with the public life of 
Canada and bis career has been a most 
honorable one. We have never heard 
that he departed from those traditions 
and rules of constitutional government 
which have made Britain the great and 
respected Empire of to-day or that he in 
any manner dishonored the lofty ofHce 
wliich he now leaves. 

From a social point of view— and Gov- 
ernment House ia always the centre of 
brilliant functions — the retiring Gov- 
ernor was highly successful, but this he 
would himself most willingly admit was 
due to a largo extent to the ability and 
tact which Mrs. Dewdney exercised and 
to the fact that Carey Caetle waa not, 
under this regime, given over to :i 
charmed circle, hut, on the contrary, nM 
classea of the people were invited thero. 

Mr. Dewdney has large interests in 
British Columbia, and it ia characteristic 
of him . that after having waited to see 
bis successor sworn in, and to tender 
him congratulations, he is hastening o£f 
to Kootenay to look after the mining 
properties which he has opened up and 
developed. Some adverse comment was 
made on the fact that Mr. Dewdney had 
lent his name to operations of this char 
acter, but why, it would be difficult to 
understand. 

It is safe to assert that those who have 
criticized Mr. Dewdney in this particu 
lar, in language that savors of anything 
bat the gentleman, have not themselves 
a five cent piece in tho Slocan or Trail 
Creek districts or anywhere else for that 
matter. How would the country 
built up if we had to depend upon 
people of this kind? It is to 
men of Mr. Dewdney's stamp 
possesBed of moderate means but 
full of enterprise, that the province 
must look for that splendid future which 
the knowing ones have predicted. Itcan 
only be hoped that undertakings in 
which he and others like him are en- 
gaged will prove remunerative for their 
fortunes are bound up with those of the 
whole province. The wish will bf 
general that the Hon. Mr. and Mrs 
Dewdney, who intend residing in ViC' 
toria, will enjoy many years of useful 
ness and happiness. 

Of the jireseut occupant of Carey 
Castle we have already spoken. He 
too has filled many posts with dis- 
tinction and deserves the reward which 
has been conferred upon him. We are 
sure that he will follow in the footsteps 
of his predecessor and maintain unsul 
lied the honor of tbe distiDguished office 
he holds aa tbe Queen's representative 
in this portion of Her Majesty's 
vast dominions. Like Mr. Dewdney, 
tho new Lieutenant-Governor is fortu- 
nate in possessing a help-meet who will 
dispense graciously the hospitalities of 
(jovernment House, and render him 
that assistanco which only a good wife 
can. 

We again congratulate thellon.Thoa. R. 
and Mrs. Mclunes, and truat their occn- 
pation of the gubernatorial mansion will 
be^delightful in the extreme.

Tiiero was 
little general news bearing on the situation 
and the iiiovement of jiricus was duealmost 
entirely to teclinical causes, 

The Evening Post; says: Perhaps the 
best description of to-day's stock market 
was that two organized parties of profes- 
sional speculators were raanajuveriiig for 
the advantage.

New York, Dec. S.— E. G. Dun & 

Co.'s weekly review of trade will say to- 
morrow : The monthly report of fail- 
urea shows defaulted liabilities $11,010,- 
195 in November, against $12,700,860 last 
year, because of large failures for 
$3,250,006 not due to present conditions. , . 
The aggregate in , November waa ffoiy 
$1,100,000 leaa than a year ago, and, 'ex- 
cept for these, would have been smaller 
than in August, September or October. 
The decrease in nearly all branche^|^o,C 
business show that the paymenta, have 
been remarkably eood, and deifaiuis 
unusually small. Other evldencea^ipf 
states of busineaa' are convinchag 
except in speculative lines. Wages 
have been voluntarily advanced for near- 
ly 30,000 workers iu woolen and iron. 
Stocks are stronger, havini; advanced 
$1.'17 for railways and $1.57 for trusts. 
The true value of American railwaiy 
stocks is steadily rising with tbe earn- 
ings, which for November thus far are 
20.9 per cent, larger than last year and 
3.7 per cent, over the same week of 1892. 

No change of consequeneo appsara in 
quotations at Chicago and Eastern mar- 
kets. The voluntary advance of 20 per 
cent in thfi wages of worsted workers at 
Providence, restoring the rates of 1803, 
is evidence of prosperity. After much 
hesitation in other branches, which 
may be justiBed, this important depart- 
ment of tho woolen industry placed it- 
self at tbe front, virtually declaring its 
ability to face any foreign competition. 
The purcnaeea of Australian wool at 
Boston have again been large; but other 
markets are extremely quiet, and Boston 
ie doing the selling at prices not named. 
The Burpriaingly large increaeo in wheat 
receipts at the AVest indicates a con- 
siderably greater yield than anticipated. 
The enornicua receipts of cotton from 
plantations tend to chetjk all specula- 
tion, although both foreign and domes- 
tic spinners have been materially re- 
stricted. The failures for the week were . ; 
306 in the United States agaidst. 879 last 
year, and 28 in Canada against 65- It^st ' > 
year. 

On the whole Canadian busiuees is 
movine fairly well, though it seems a lit- 
tle restricted by less favorable weather. 
At St. John business in provisions and 
general groceries is fairly active, while 
dry goods and clothing and hai^d ware . 
have fallen off, tbbagb retail tradeia bet^ 
ter. There is fair trade in Halifax, 
but too much competition . and 
only average distribution of goods 
with payments generally fair. Stock 
taking absorbs attention in a good many 
lines at Montreal but there is a general 
improvement in collections and the 
money market is well supplied with fair 
business in distribution. Toronto re- 
ports a most encouraging outlook with 
prices firm and remittances good and a 
large export trade ia being done in 
wheat, flour and oats, Quebec 
reports collections fair with a 
good volume of business, considerably 
increased by better snow roads. Win- 
nipeg reports realizations of crops and 
much reduction in the current indebt- 
edness of farmers, with large wholesale 
trade and average retail in seasonable 
goods. At Victoria wholesale business 
IB quiet on the whole, but outside collec- 
tions are fairly satisfactory, and retail 
trade in nearly all lines is active, with 
local payments reported good. 

Bradstreet'a to-morrow will say: 
General trade throughout the country 
has presented rather more animation 
owing to colder weather and the ap- 
proaching iiolidays. While clothing, 
dry goods, hats, shoes, notion?, hartl- 
ware and fancy groceries have been in a 
little demand both from jobbers and at 
retail in the region tributary to Chicago, 
St. Lonis, Omaha, St. Joseph, St. Paul 
and Kansas City, the tendency of busi- 
ness has been slack. This is noticeable 
in iron and steel, and in further depres- 
sion in cotton goods, print cloths having 
made a new low record in price. The 
appearance of a better demand for jSlling- 
in is a favorable influence at po'ntB in 
Tennessee and the Gulf states. On'ttie 
Pacific coast the feature of busi- 
neea is the well maintained expert 
movement from nearly all jiointa. 
The lower price for jirints clotlis 
ia followed by a sharp reaction in wheat 
and the price of Indian corn. Gate are 
slightly liigher, and coU'eolins advanced, 
in addition to which are a long list of 
staples, tho prices of which are un- 
changed. Tho domestic grain trade con- 
tiiiues to look with equanimity on tlie 
unprecedentedly large (juantity of wheat 
exports from both coaats week after 
week. Availalile ptocka of wheat in- 
creased only 1,000,000 bushels lastmpnth 
although the previous rate of increase ' 
pointed to a probable increase of 20,Q0O,^' 
000. The total stocks of wheat in eight 1 
on December 1 were the smallest .fit i^^.

Armed Forces of Blval Factions 
Striving: for Townsite Loca- 



The Only'TFatallty 'So I'ar tiie Acci- 
dental Shootings of ' a. v '" :

Towneite booming ia not without its 
dangers even in the winter of the far 
North, with the temperatare at ten be- 
low zero to cdol the ai-dor of the bobm- 
«rp. As an illuetration, the steamer 
Corona, arrivinc from Juneau, Skagway 
and Dyea yesterday, brought news of a 
genuine land grabbers' war at the latter 
place, the key to the Ohilcoot Pass, cul- 
minatini; in actnal hoatilities between 
armed forces of the rival factions on 
Wednesday, November 24. 

Healey & Wilson, it will be remem- 
bered when they established their store 
and trading post at Dyea more than 
twelve years ago, took possession of 120 
acres of land extending up from the 
water, the patent to which they have 
not yet received however. When the 
Klondyke rush transformed this wilder- 
ness farm into valuable city property, 
the boomers promptly commenced to 
plot the Healey it Wilaon ranch. 

The firm thereupon eocured a lawyer, 
who put up formal noticea to trespasa- 
ers — which notices were immediately 
torn down. Then the traders declared 
war against the boomers, and made their 
manager, S. J. Heron, general in com- 
mand. Their opponents are acting un- 
der the direction of Manager V7. Kin- 
ney, of the Ohilcoot Railway and Trans- 
portation Co., who have moat to gain by 
the invalidation of the Healey & Wilson 
title. 

No sooner had their legal notices been 
removed by the "grabbers" than Hea- 
ley it Wilson commenced to fence in the 
entire property they lay claim to, but 
not before the rival faction had run up a 
number of shacke on the ground. 

On AVedneaday, November 24, Kinney, 
with a large force of armed men, at 
tempted to lay their tramway through 
the Healey & AVilaou tract, Sam Heron, 
with an equally numerous and well- 
equipped party, entrenching themaelvea 
to defend, and upwards of a hundred in- 
terested non-combatants holding them 
selves at attention to file on lots should 
the Kinney army succeed in tearing 
down the fence. 

A final solution of the difliculty was 
not, however, reached in the melee 
which followed, and in which, luckily, 
sticks and stones played a more promi 
nent part than firearms. The only 
fatality resulting was the shooting of a 
Swede named Petersen, who while 
emerging from his aback — one of those 
erected to establish poesesaion by the 
transportation company — accidentally 
discharged hia own ahotgun, the charge 
of buckahot entering hia leg at close 
range and tearing a wound so large that 
the unfortunate man quickly bled to 
death. 

This tragedy appeara to have some- 
what eobered both partiea and further 
conflict waa averted, althoagh Heron's 
armed sentries patrolled the fence line 
all Wednesday night. There had been 
no further hoatilitiea up to the time the 
Corona called, and the United States 
authorities had by then made a move in 
the game, numerous warrants having 
been iaeued and several arrests made. 

Another item of news brought by the 
Corona, and which will bring sorrow to 
many, in the announcement of the sud 
den death at Juueau, on the 23rd of 
November, of L. Iv. Church, ex-governor 
of Dakota. Mr. Church was at the out- 
set of his career the moat prominent 
member of the bar at Vankton, N.D 
being called from the practice of hia 
profession to become chief executive of 
the state during President Cleveland's 
first administration. 

On the expiration of his double term 
ol office, Mr. Church removed to Wash- 
ington, to become one of the foremost 
Democrat politicians of the Evergreen 
State. After succesafuUy winding up 
the affairs of the Everett National Bank, 
in the capacity of official receiver, he 
decided to try his fortunes in the North, 
and went up by the last Topeka. 

On the voyage he was seized witlv 
pleurisy, and when the steamer docked 
at .luueau he waa carried on a stretcher 
to the hospital, accompanied by hia 
friend, Mr. ,T. T. T. Gilbert. Dr. Himp- 
eon gave liim all the aid of hia [jrofoa- 
slonal knowledge, but death neverthe- 
lesa resulted on Tuesday, the 2;-ird ult. 

Among the passengers down by the 
Corona waa Captain Pendleton, whom 
the Seattle papers a short time ago num- 
borod with the dead. Inatead of being 
deceased. Captain Pendleton is very 
much alive and enthusiastic over an 
immense deposit of garnets which he 
waa located about seven miles above 
Wrnngel on the Stickeen river. Five 
hundred ixiunda of wine-colored gems, 
some of them very large and clear, wore 
lirought down by Oaptain Pendleton, 
who IS on his way to .Boston to organize 
a company for the working of the de- 
posit. 

At Wrangel, the Corona found the 
river coated with ice, and two parties 
had already started up with doge, 
although the general opinion was that 
they were starting prematurely. The 
White Pass route was also proving Itaelf

suitable for winter travel. Brooks' pack 
train having got through without any 
Berioua diOiculty during November,

Skagway — as per its newspaper— ap- 
pears determined to remain in the fight 
with Dyea for supremacy on the Lynn 
canal. The "citv" now talks of incor- 
poration, and a big brewery, the pro- 
moters of the latter being Matlock & 
Smith, of Portland. 

The Corona evidently suffered no in- 
jury through her detention on the 
Wrangel flats— indeed her officers de- 
clare that they never know they were 
aground. Thev passed the Farallon at 
Skagway, and 'that steamer will prob- 
ably follow them here to-night.

PKESIDENT'S MOTHER ILL. 

stricken Witb Paralysis and Her Death 
Hay Occur at Any Time. 

Canton, 0., Dec. 2.— Mrs. Nancy Alli- 
son McKinley, mother of the President, 
was struck with paralysis this morning, 
and it is feared that her death ia only a 
question of a short time. The paralysis 
at present is of but a mild form, but 
owing to her extreme age, nearly 89 
years. Dr. Phillips, the attending physi- 
cian, can give little hope to the family, 

Abner McKinley, of New York, has 
been visiting her for a few days, and 
when hia mother was stricken this morn- 
ing immediately communicated with the 
President by telephone. The latter 
aaked if he had better start al once, to 
which Abner replied that he had better 
wait a further report from the physician, 
who would make a call in time so advise 
him by 10 o'clock. 

The family physician's statement to 
the family was that there was but little 
doubt that the attack would ultimately 
result in death, but there was no indi- 
cation as yet ns to when the end might 
come. 

The mother of President McKinley for 
some time has not been in real good 
health, havincr suffered from a mild form 
of grip. On Wednesday she seemed to 
have materially improved, andher bright 
and cheerful humor was especially noted 
by members of the family. 

Except in the failure of vocal organs, 
Mrs. McKinley shows but little evidence 
of paralysis. She is in full possession of 
her mental faculties, recognizing all the 
members of the family and others who 
see her, and taking an interest in what- 
ever transpires. ' 

HAYTI BECOMlNft TIMID. 

Apprehensive at the Presence of Two 
Harmless German School Ships. 

Washington, Dec. 3. — The Haytian 
minister, Mr. Legers, called at the state 
department to-day and had a conference 
with second asaistant secretary Adee, 
acting aa secretary of atate. Mr, Legers' 
government has cabled him from Port 
an Prince that the Haytian consul at 
Kingston, Jamaica, telegraphed that 
two Gorman warahipa sailed yesterday 
from that place for Port au i^riuce. The 
news had created the greatest excite- 
ment in the town and all over the is- 
land and disturbances were apprehend- 
ed, The foundation for the statement is 
believed to be tlmt the ttvo German 
school ships, Stein and Charlotte, which 
have been cruising in Southern waters, 
are just starting on their way northward 
to the United States. Neither vessel 
can be properly called a warship, al- 
though they are attached to the German 
navy and carry a large number of young 
naval cadets.
